Agreement vs. Mortgage

A very tuateresting legal i 
affecting Stavely pecple was heard by 
Mr. Justice Simmons in the Supreme 
Courtat Calgary last week. Mrs. 5. 
K. Ferguson had given a mortgage 
on her half section in 85-14-27 to J, 
H. Staffen, of Stavely, for 34160.00 
and interest, to be repaid $2500 ou 
Dee. Ist, 1912 and $1660.90 on Dec. 
Ist, 1913. The interest on the part 
unpaid was to be paid on Feb. 25th! 
of each year, Staffen transferred the 
mortgage to a banker at Stavely, who 
said that the $2500 was still unpaid 
and asked judgment for 4180.00 
aud interest, $249.70. [un defence, 
Mrs S. K. Ferguson urged that an 
agreenent wis entered into with 
Staffen that a traction eugine, aud 
plow were to be placed at her disposal 
for putting in the 1912 crop. Phese 
she was unable to secure and as a 
result could not put in a crop for that 
year and hence was unable to meet 
the #2500 obligation falling due on 
Dec. Ist, 1912. The court allowed 
Mrs. Ferguson $2500 on her couuter- 
claim for damages, dismissed the 
bank suit, also the claim for interest, 
gave costs against the bank mau and 
made a further allowance for the fees 
of a second lawyer for defendant. 
This places the fulfilment of an 
agreement ou an equal plane with the 
instrument of mortgage.

SEES A USE IN CRIME 


Prisoners Shculd be Examined by Phy- 
sic ens to Determine Whether In- 
sane of Criminal 


That crime is a good thing because 
{t brings us to understand social prob- 
lems 1s the sta:tling theory recently 
advanced by Prof. Benjamin Moore i 
University College, Liverpool, at the 
recent annuai meeting of the British 
Medical Association. A special sess: 
jon was held at which the treatment 
of crime and criminals was discussed. 

Perfect laws would show that we 
were no longer progressing, said Doc- 
tor Moore. Old crimes are disappear: 
ing and new crimes are arising, and I 
trus. new crimes will always rise. 

#ollowing Doctor Moov2’s address, 
Doctor Passmorc, superintendent of 
the Croydon hospital for the insane, 
urged that when a man who commits 
a crime is apprehended, someone he 
appointed to examin» the prisoner to 
ascertain whether he is insane or 
criminal. After such an examination 
Doctor Passmore said, tne proper 
treatment could be prescribed. 

The Rey. C. B, Simpsun, chaplain 
{inspector of prisons, who had been in- 
vited to give his conclusion= as to the 
proper treatment of crime, defended 
the present penal system, especially 
emphasizing his belief that impriscn- 
ment is an effective deterrent to 
crime. He maintained that the atti- 
tude of many who are sent to jail {s 
that of once bitten, twice shy. 

Directly eccntrary to conventional 
{deas of criminology were the theories 
of Captain St. John, the honorary sec- 
retary of tha Penal Reform League. 
A. the harm done to society by all the 
burglars and all the thieves is a mere 
bagatelle compared with the harm 
done by the law courts of Eng!and, he 
declared, 

Everybody knows the law courts 
are making, cr minals day by day, sald 
Captain St. John. We have to pro- 


| tect ourselves uot only from criminals 


but also from people who deal with 
criminals. 

The experience of a period of im- 
prisonment :s i suffragette was given 
ir. ‘Woman's Social aid Political Un- 
fon.’ Miss Allen sald: 

I have asked suffragists in jail what 
{3 the one thing they most craved 
while in prison. Their reply was: Cof- 
fee, vinegar or alcohol. As for my- 
self, dusing the three wee.s I spent in 
Holloway jail I used to lle awake be- 
tween 3 and 6 fn the morning and say 
to myself that {f I got out I would 
take green chartreuse, although I had 
never tsken any Jn my life before. But 
when I came out I refrained from do- 
Ing so because I was afraid. There 
is not enough sunshine ana fresh air 
{1 prison, and long sentences ungoubt- 
edly cause a weakeniny of the will. 

Pe haps the most intercsting speak- 
er at the neeting was Prince Peter 
Kropotkin, the famous Russian scien- 
tist and enemy of despotism, who 


St. Paul prison, has spent most of his 
time in Enzand. The prince {is 71 
years old and has recently recovered 
from a severe illness. He was intro- 
duced to his audience as an old jail- 
bird who had spent two years in Rus- 
sian jails and a furthe, period in 
French prisons. The prince asserted 
that imprisonment fs not an effective 
force in deterring crime. 

Twenty-four hours 1 bread and wa- 
ter and a plank bed might be a de- 
terrent to people accustome:l to good 
food, he said, but it {fs no deterrent 
to those who sleep under bridges or 'y 
the shores of the Thames.

In thls sectlon we generally con- 
sider the muscallonge as the largest 
member of the pike family as spect- 
mens as large as 100 pounds have 
been reported, but {n Europe the com- 
mon pike often runs to a correspond- 
ing size. 

Muscallonge, pike and pickerel of | 
course, ara all more or less similar 
in shape, and thelr fins are of the | 
same number, the base body coloring | 
of green or yellow also being simi-| 
lar in the different spectes. In all 
too, tha belly color ranges from white | 
to cream. But thls fs as far as the 
similarity goes. In the muscallonge 
the body markings are always and, 
invariably a dark brown or black and 
are either round spots or vertical 
blotches, according to one well 
Known author.

Everybody !s more or ltexs familiar 
with the term “mule berry" applied to 
coffee. The term refers to the form 
‘ and style, not the sex, 

An examination of any kind of coffee 
will show that about one kernel tn ev- 
ery twenty-five is quite round, 
bean, while all the others .are flat on 
one side, like the half of a split bean. 
These round or mule berries are always 
found on the young, vigorous, new 
wood of the previous year's growth at 
the end of the branches. 

The old wood produces flint berries 
“pod” or fruit of the coffee 
tree contains either two common flat 
The 
substance of the fruft in the one case 
all goes Into the single male berry, and 
in the other it is divided among two 
flat ones.

This undoubtedly accounts for the | 


greater strength and richness of the 
male berry. In private plantations, 
where the trees ure carefully pruned 
and cared for and the ground well cul- 
uUvated and fertilized, the coffee ts al- 
ways of finer quality and the propor- 
tion of male berries is larger. 

The round berries may be seen tn all 
kinds of coffee. Rio, Ceylon, Maracaibo, 
Mocha and other varieties contain | 
them as well as the Java.—Exchange.

Their charges range high, from $100 
to $250, according to the size aud breed 
of the animal, but wealthy dog-lovers 
do not mind paying generously in or 
der to spare their pets the ignomy of 
having to undergo three months’ quar 
antine and themselves the discomfort 
of being separated from them during 
all that long period, 

Of course, there are also péople who 
try to smuggle their dogs across on 
their own, They are usually women, 
and | may add that they very rarely 
succeed,

{toy dog. Only thé other day I had 
my suspicions aroused by the exceed: 
ingly careful wey a welldressed lady 
passenger was carrying one of these 
down the gangway from one of the 
Channel mail steamers.

Birds Build Nests in Gourds 


By hollowing out gourds and sus- 
pending them from tre.s an? poles, an 
Illinois farmer provides nesting places 
for the native American birds, the 
wren and the bluebird, and protects 
them from the aggressive English 
sparrow, which has a tendency to mon- 
opslize the desirable nesting places. 
The gourds designed for wrens have 
entrace ‘oles abvut the size of a silver 
qu.rter. This is sufficiently large for 
a wren to poss through but not larg: 
enough for a sparrow, 

The bluebird is about th. same size 
as the sparrow, so a different arrange- 
ment was necessary. The farmer 
discovered that the English sparrows 
would not use the gouris if they were 
placed in the sun, but that the blue- 
birds would. Secure nesting places 
were therefore provided for the latter 
by suspending the gourds from poles 
placed out in the open.

Heat Prostration. 

Heat prostration may occur to 
those who are not exposed to 
the direct rays of the sun, but 
who are living under conditions 
accompnnied by great heat and 
humidity, such as workers inp 
laundries, bakeries, foundries, 
etc. In this condition premoni- 
tory symptoms or warning signs, 
such ns a sick stomach, vomit: 
ing, a feeling of faintness, dizzi- 
ness and at times a sense of tin- 
gling throughout the body, are 
usually in evidence. 

During very hot weather per- 
sons having these symptoms 
should go to a cool, shady spot, 
sit or Ile down and keep perfeot- 
ly quiet, awaiting medica) at- 
tendance, In hent exhaustion or 
heat prostration the body tem- 
. perature is never elevated, but 
may be below normal; the skin 
{s freqnently found cool and 
clammy, with free persplintion; 
the pulse 1s fnst and weak. The 
affilcted person is very restless 
and may be unconscious. The 
natural appearance {s often the 
same as that of a person who 
bas fainted, Although in expert 
hands warmth may be applied 
and stimulants administered, yet 
{t is advised, lest a mistake be 
made in determining the exact 
condition of the individual, not 
to give any remedies, hut to 
awalt the arrival of a doctor, 
who should be sent for at once, 
and the person removed to a 
cool, well ventifnted room as 
soon as possible,

While the finishing touches were 
being made to the boat a party of aa 
fifty shiping > an and marine engineerd 
inapected the vessel at the invitation 
of the Polson Oompany. These men 

terwards stated that the new etecl 
dredge more than came up to expecta: 
tions, 

‘(We have had night and day gangs 
or workers engaged on the construc: 
tion of the dredgd twenty-four hours 
a day and without a let up in order 
to bring it to completion within the 
one hundred days,’’ snid Manager Aj 
J. Jofferies. 
| The inspection was made with Wm, 
' Newman, works manager of the Pol: 
gon Iron Works, who furnished the 
designs from which the vessel was 
built, J as the guide. 

Complete: equipped, the dredge 
| will weigh 7,200 tons, and is a double: 
| decked structure. It is 180 by 43 feet 

with « poten depth of 11 feet, and 

a draught of 61% feet, is steel through: 
‘out and fitted with five bulkheads, 
| dividing it into six watertight com: 
partments. 

A 24-inch suction pipe {is located in 
| the forward end of the hold, directly 

connected with a 14 by 22 by 86 by 
| 21-inch triple expansion engine, obs 
‘ taining steam from two 13 by 12 feet 
Scotch boilers, also located in the 
hold to the engines. 

The operation of the dredge is out 
of the ordinary, because it is not of thd 
stern pive type. ‘lwo steam capstan 
will be located at the stern, and one at 
the bog, and ve means of anchors lo- 
cated some distance each side of the 
vessel, at both front and stern, thd 
dredge will be moved from aide to side 
bodily, tho dredgo end of tha dis 
charge pipe moving with it. The cut: 
ter and suction arm at the front will 
be raised and lowered by a winch en: 
gine in the centre of the vessel, All 
the control of the suction, cutters and 
winch machinery will be from a cens 
tral point at the rear fn an operating 
room, on the upper deck. 

An important feature of the dredge 
4s a complete. machine shop, equipped 
with lathes, planer, drills, ete, in a 
room in the hold of the stern. In ad: 
dition, there is a compressed alr unit, 
with a supply of air tools, and a small 
brass furna:e for the production of 
emall brass castings, is w.ll make 
the dredge aclf-contained in the event 
of breakdown far away from supplies. 

Both sides of tho main deck at the 
front of the engine room are divided 
off into cabins for tke officers and 
crew, and the central part of the main 
deck at the front forms a saloon. A 
crew of 86 will be carried. 

The (redge, while eperatleg for the 
most part in fresh water, has been 
given salt water equipment through- 
out. This includes copper piping and a 
fresh water tank of 80 tons capacity. 
The coal capacity is 250 tons. : 

The dredge is making the trip from 
Toronto to Saduen Bay by way of the 
St. Lawren-e River, being of a suitable 
size to past through the loc’ 4, and 
around the Labrador coast. It will be 
towed all the way. T<.aporary rudders 
on each side of the stern will be added 
for the trip. The dredge is provided 
with 600 feet of 144 inch stud link 
chain, with o three-ton anchor. There 
is cizo a sca anchor in case it is neces- 
eary for the tug to cast ths dredge 
adrift at sea. 


Shopping in Ottawa.

The story is told of the wife o 
a Toronto.newspaper man, who became 
n momber of the Press Gallery a few 
years ago, that when she offered to pay 
cash to her grocer, that worthy object- 
ed. She had asked him for » reduction 
in the price of her purchases, statin 
that sho was willing to pay cash, an 
that as everyone else svemed to de- 
mand credit, and long credit at that, 
she thought she ought to be given a 
discount, 

‘(My dear madam,’’ said he, ‘‘I 
could not allow you a discount of any 
kind. Moreover, I would prefer that 
you should go on the credit system like 
everyone else. The books are there, 
and you might as well use them. It 
would only be a nuisance to have one 
customer Paying cash when everyone 
else goes on credit. What would be the 
use of me taking 60c. or 60c. cash up 
to the bank after a day’s business!’’
